Wiuiroga fighting with deB is fascinating and can suggest that he was deB's informant. 
The bit about Iris keeping gjrcacha is what I learned frora others. Aside from providing 
things like groceries, ^ heard he was in for about $600.00. 

fcAuliffe never told me of being an informant for the FBI. He probably has a number 
not in the assassination stuff, but this is conjecture and can easily be wrong. He is a 
poet, a prof of lit and lias an advertising or p.r. business. They never asked him about 
Thornley, who he didn’t like and knew but slightly and considered a non-writer. 

Vega surely knew more about the camp and the names of those there. 

Gurvich's tape recorder didn't work on the Davis interview and he didn t discover 
this until ho and Aleock were back in N.O. , according to what I was told. 

This background on Oster, who recently worked for the State labor-rackets committee 
and, prosumeably, against the BJ faction in the Partin hassle, is interesting. Ivon 
discouraged me from trusting him. Southern Research was listed in the phone book as 
see under Wackehhut, a large outfit of former FBIs. 

Certainly there is sign here that the possibilities for real investigation did 
exist and were flubbed. / -x
